J^l tably difpofed Perfons, who on- 
( ,, »*i4TR»i ly.wait tp know where, their 
Gq5&.&& < ^> charities in;ay be bellowed in the 
beft Manner for the Advancement of the 
Kingdom of the great Redeemer j and, fup- 
pofing there may alfo be in fome, c»U Sur-. 
railings about, and a Difpolition to difcredit a 
Caufe. which they don't love, and have no 
Difpolition to promote ; I have, to gratify the 
one, and prevent the Mifchiefs of the other, 
thought it my Duty to give the Pubhck a 
fliortj plain, .and faithful Narrative of the Q- 
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State of ^efcfiarijt^ScJbbQl here, called M.ocrs 
fodian^hatity Sthooi, '<&c. And I hope there 
is need '<£iffctte or nothing more than a plain 
and faithful '"Relatioh of Fa6!s, with the" 
Grounds and Reafons of them, to juftify the 
Undertaking, and all yfce Pains and Expence 
there has been, in the Profecution thereof. 
An<fao ronvnncs all/Perfons'of Ability, that 
thte- School is a prober Otje^bf t4ifeir Chari- 
ty ; and that whatever they.: (hall contribute 
for the Furtherance of it^'^vill be an Offering

'And there lis good.Reafort to think, th^t 
-if .'ofi&half which: has been,, for fo mpny Yeaos 
paft expended in building Forts, manning and 
Supporting them, had been prudently laid out 
•in fupporting faithfijLMiifionaries, and School- 
-Mafters among them,' the'inftru^edand civi- 
lized Party wouHhave.been a far: better D§- 
. fence than all our cxpeofii T e Fortreffes; and 
prevented .the laying wafte. fo many Towns 
and Villages : .Witnefs the Coofequence of 
(lending Mr. .Sergeant* -to Stockbridge, which 
r was in the very Road by which they moft 
ufually came upon our People, and by which 
there has never been one Attack made upon 
-us fince his going there ; and this notwith- 
standing there has btzn, by all Accounts, lefs . 
^Appearance of the faving Effeds of the. G<^Cr

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jpel there! thati in any othdr^Place, where fo 
much has been expended for many Years paflL 

And not only ourCovenantBonds,by which 
we owe our all tb God, and our divine Re- 
deemer— K>ur Pity to their Bodies in their nil- 
ferable, needy Statfc-^our Charity, to their 
perifhing Souls — ari^bur owft Peace, and 
Safety by them, fliould conftrain us to it;; 
but alfo Gratitude, Duty, and Loyalty to our 
rightful Sovereign,^ How great the Benefit 
-which would hereby accrue to the Crown: of 
'Great-Britain, and how much the Interefts uf 
His Majefty'S' Dominions,. >efp*ecfally in Ame* 
'r*ea, would < be promoted hereby,, we can 
h6rdty<conceiV€» 

And the Chriftianizing the Natives of this 
'Land is fexprdsly mentioned in the Royal 
Charter granted to this Colony, as. a Motive 
■inducing His Majefty to grant that Royal Fa- 
vour to our Fathers. And fince we are rifen 
up in their Steady and -enjoy the ineftimable 
Fivour granted to thqm; on; this Confidete- 
tion; What can excufe our not performing 
to our utmoft, that which was engaged by, 
and reafonafcly expe&ed from, them ? But 
that which is of greateft Weight, and fhould 
powertuily excite and perfvbade us hereto, 
are the- many Commands, ftrong' Motives, 
• precious Pronnfcsy and tremendous Threat- 
icings, which fill lb great a Part of the facred 
Pages ; and are fo perfectly calculated to a- 
waken all our Powers, to fpread:the Know- 
ledge of the only true God^imd Saviour, and 
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make.iiAs extenfivse, and common* as poffible, 
lit i& a Work, in which everyone in his Place, 
and acfcording to his Ability; is under facrcd 
.Bonds? to. ufe his utmoft Endeavours. But for, 
;Brevtty fake, 1 omit a particular Mention of 
them; fuppofing none have read their Bibles 
attentively, who do* not know, that this is ja 
darling Subje<9t of them ; and that enough is 
there fpoken by the Mouth of God himfclf, 
to obviate and.fileace.all the Qbje# ions which 
•Sloth, €o.vetoufnefs, or Love of the World 
can fuggeft again ft it ; and to afTure them it 
is riot a Courfe to Penury* and outward Want, 
but' to Fulnefs, and worldly Felicity ; while 
they are at. the fame Timq laying up a Trea- 
fure to : be remitted fey ,Ch!ri$T;: himfelf, a 
Thoufand. Fold, when he. ftw&\ Jay to\thetft on 
his Right-hand, pome ye hkffed of my Father, in- 
herit the Kingdom prepared for you — For I was 
an hungredy and ye gave me Mfat, &c. If de- 
nying Foiod and Raiment, when we have, them 
in our Power, to fupp}y the bpdily Neceffities 
of the Poor and Needy, does in the Apoftle's 
Account, evidence, that the LoVe of God. is 
wanting-in our Hearts ; how much more does 
the Negleft of the precious Souls of our FeJ- 
- iow-Grcatures, who arc.perh'hing for lack of 
Vifion,- when; we have fuch Fulnefs to impart, 
fall below our high. Profeflioh of Love to 
Chris.-?* Can the Objection that there is 
extraordinary Expence and Difficulty in $c- 
compliihing: it, be efteemed weighty enough 
to qxcuffe And jqftify our Negle<ft„ui a G*fe 4^ 
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fuch Neceffity and Importance^ And^ Spe- 
cially if we confkler, there is not To much 
neeeflary hereto, as would render the Attempt 
any Thing like an intolerable Burden^ or a 
Burden to'be felt, if thole who ate cfoncerned 
therein, i. e. the Chriftian World, werfe in aiiy 
Meafurc united and agreed tin it. And jconfi- 
dering further, that the Advantage thereby 
to the Crown of Great-Brl tain (fuppofing the 
Succefs of Endeavours fhould be only in vProf- 
.portion as have been, the Succeffes of t fecbife 
Endeavours in Times paft) would-abundantl 
compenfate all the Expentte, bdfides all thai 
temporal and eteroet Rewards of fuch Ghari- 
ty and liberality, which arc f ecu red in the 
many gjeat and'pKeeiotrsPromifes ofGod^? 

Thes-E' wer&fome of die Coiifideratiotos 
xvhich, I think, had fome Influence to my 
^making an Attempt in this Affair ; though! 
ctid not then much think of any Thing more 
than only to ctearttiyfelf, and Family, pf par- 
taking in the public Gqiltofour Lind and 
Nation in ibch a Neglect of tb*m. f 

An d as there were few or none who feem- 
ed fo much to lay fheNeceflky and Importance 
of theCafe to Heart, -as to exert themfelves in 
earn eft, -ah d lead the Way therein, I was na- 
turally put upon Confideration and Enquiry 
<what Pildthods might have rhe greateft Pro- 
bability of Succefs ; and upon the whole was 
fully perfwaded that this, which I have been 
:purfuing, hadby farthe greateft Probability 
of£ny that? had bee-fr proofed, viz - by* *he 

Mvftvoa 
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Million of their own Sdhs in Conjufioiiont 
t*kh the Englipj'^zwA that a Number of GirlJ 
fftould alfo be inftrw&ed in whatever fhould 
be heceflfory to render them fit, to perform the 
female Part, as Houfe- wives, School-miftrefc 
fes, Taiylorefles, &e. and to goand : be with 
thdfe Yenith,' when they fhall be- hundrfeds of 
Miles' diftant frorri the En^lijh on the Bufineft 
of their Million : And prevent a Neceflity of 
their turning favage in their Majnner of Liv- 
ihg, for want of thofe who may do thoftt 
Otfideitf for them,' Atfcf by this means fupport 
the Reputation of their Miflion, and alfo re- 
commend to the Savages a more rational and 
decent Maimer of Living, than that which 
they are in — And thereby, in Time, remedy 
and remove that great, and ; hithertd infupera- 
ble Difficulty, fo xonftaridy complained of 
by all our Miffionaries among them, as the 
great Impediment in the Way to the Succefs 
of their Miffion, viz. their continual rambling 
about ; which they can't avoid fo long as they 
depend fo much upon Fifhing ? Fowling, and 
Hunting for their Support. Afid I am mfortf 
and more pcrfwaded, that I have fufficient 
and unanfwerable Reafons to juftify this Plan. 
As, . 
i. TftE deep rooted Prejudices they have! 
fb generally imbibed again ft the Englijh, thac 
they are lelfilhy and have fecret Defigns to 
iticroach updn their Lands, or btherwife , 
wrong them in their Intercfts. This Jealou- 
fy feems to have been occafiored* ^voto^^A;,* 



t 
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*n& confirmed by.foroe of tl^ir Neighbours, 
who have got largo Tra&sof their Lands for 
a very inconfiderable Part of their true Value, 
and, it is commonly faid, by taking riie Ad- 
vantage of them when they {were intoxicated 
with Liquor.. And alfo, by unrighteous Dea- 
lers, whohavc faken fuch Advantage to buy 
their Skins &nd Furrs at lejk. than half Pries* 
&c. And perhaps thefe. Jealoufies may be, 
Dot a .little, irjereafed by xi Concioufnefs of 
their ownPerfidy andlnbumanity towards the . 
EngUJh^ And it fecms there is no Way to a-* 
void the bad Influence and Effedte of thefe 
Prejudices, at prefent, unlefs it \?e by theMif- 
fion of their own Sons. And it is reafonable 
to fuppofe thqir Jealoufies are not lefs, fince 
the late Conquqft in this Land,, by which 
they are put into ourfower, than they were 
before. 

2. An Indian Miflionary may be fupported 
"with lefs than half the Expence, that will be 
neceffary to fupportan Englijhman^ whp can't 
conform to their Manner of Living, and who. 
will have no Dependancc upon them for any 
P^rt of it. And an Indian who fpcaks their 
Language, it may reasonably be fuppofed, 
will be at Ieaft four Times as ferviceable a- 
xnong them, fuppofing he be otherwise equal- 
ly qualified* as one who can communicate. to 
or receive; nothing from them, but by an In- 
terpreter ; He may improve all Opportunities 
not only in Public, but, " when he fits in 
the Houfe, walks by the Way, whcn.he lies, 

. - dowil 
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down, and when he rifes up :" And fpeak 
with as hmch r Life add Spirit . as the Nature/ 
aiui Importance of the Matter require; \vhicfa 
is very much loft when communicated by an 
Interpreter. "' ' .; 

3. Indian Miffioniries may. be fuppofed 
better* to underftand theTecqpers and Cuftoms 
of Indians % and mpre readily to conform tt> 
them in a thoufdncT Things thah {he Englijh 
can ; and in'Thirigs wherein the Ndriconfor- 
mity of : the Englljh may caufe Difguft, znd 
be conftriiect $s {hd FVuit of Pride, and an 
feyutence'and fixpreffioh of theh 'Scbrii &ti3 

bifrefpea. ; ; v 

4. Th e Influence of their own Sons among 
them Will likely be much greater than of any 
Engfifhman whatfoe ver.' ' They will look up- 
on Xuch ah, one as one of them, his Intereft 
theJTame with thefts ; and will naturally ef- 
teem him as ail Honour to their Nation, and 
be rf\pre likely.. to fubmit patiently to his In- 
ftructioris . and Reproofs than to any Englijh 
MUfic^ry. j"This is quite evident in the Cafe 
of jylf . ' Octoniy . l whofe Influence among 'the 
Indian's \ even of his own Tribe, is much grea- 
ter than any ; 6ther Man's; and when he* (hall 
fettle and live decently, and in Fafliion, a- 
mong them, will likely ? do more to invite 
iherr) to imjtate his Mariner of Living, than 
any Englijhman. 

.', '5. *Tfi e Acquaintance andFriendfhip which 
jntfanBoys from different and diftantTribesand 
Places, will contrail and cultivate, while to- 
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gether at School, may, and if they are zea- 
loufly affe&ed will, be improved much for 
the Advantage and Furtherance of the De- 
sign of theirMiflion ; while they fend to, hear 
from, or vifit one another* confirming the 
Things which have been fpoken. And this 
without fo much Ceremony to introduce one 
another, as will be neceflary in the Cafe of 
Englifh Miffioriaries ; and' without the Cumber 
and Expence of Interpreters. 

6., Indian Miffionartes will not difdain to 
own Englifh ones, 'who fhall beAflbciates 
with them, (where the Englifh can be intro- 
duced ) as elder Brethren ; nor fcofn to be 
advifed or reproved, counfelled or conducted 
by them ; efpecially fo long as they fhall be 
fo much dependent upon the Englifh for their 
Support ; which will likely be till God has 
made them his People; and then, likely, they 
will not ftand in fuch need of Englifh Guides 
and Counfellors. And they will mutually 
help que another, to recommend the Dcfjgu 
to ibe. favourable Reception and good Liking 
of the Pagans, remove their Prejudices,' con- 
ciliate their FriendfKip, and induce them to 
repofedue Confidence in the Englifh. 

7. . In this School, Children of different Na- 
tions may, and eafily will learn one another's 
Language, and Englifh Youth may learn of 
them ; and fo fave the vaft Expence and 
Trouble of Interpreters ; and their Miniftry 
be much more acceptable and edifying to the 
Jzdians. . But, 



8. There is no fuch thing as fending 
Engli/h Miifionaries, or fetting up and main- 
taining Englifh Schools to any good Purpofe, ' 
in mod Places among them, as their Temper, 
State and Condition have been and (till are. 
It is poflible a School may he maintained to 
fome good Purpofe, at Onoi^agce, where 
there have been heretofore feveral faithful 
Miffionaries, by the Bleffing of God upon 
whofe Labours the Indians are in fom,e Mea- 
fure civilized, fome of them baptized, a Num- 
ber of tbetp in a Judgment of Charity, real 
ChriiUahs ; and where they have a Sachem, 
who is a Man of Underftanding, Virtue, Stea- 
4inefe, and entirely friendly to the Defign of 
propagating the Gofpei among them, and 
zealous to promote it. And where the Hon. 
Scotch Commiflioners, I bear, have fent two 
Miffionaries, and bave made fame Attempt to 
fet jup a Schocft But at Jeningo, a little be- 
yond, they will by no means admit z^Esiglifb 
Miffibnary ,t;p xefide among : thefl*. And tho' 
they Were many of them under great. Awa- 
kenings an4 Concern, "by God's Blefling on 
the Labours of a Chriftian Indian from thefe 
Parts ; yet fuch was the violent Oppofitjoo 
of Numbers among them, that it was thought 
by no meafls fafe for an Englj/hnMn to go a- 
mong them/ with Defign to tarry with them. 
And like to this is the Cafe with the Parties 
of Indians , for near an hundred Miles together, 
op the Weft Side of Sufqpeftanah River. "Aap- 
t|ier School or two may poffibly be fc& vs^ 



•with Succefs among the Mohawks, where 
Mr. Qgllvit and other Epifcopal Miflionarie? 
have. befto wed much Labour, t6 good Pur- 
pofe : and where they have got into the Way 
of cultivating their Lands for a Living, arid 
io have more Ability to fupport their Chil- 
dren, and lefsOccafion to ramble abroad with 
them. But even in thefe Places we may find 
it more difficult than we imagine before the 
Tibial be made (though I would by r iio.meaifc 
difeourage the Trial of every fq&fibi&Methpf 
for the accomplifhing this great Defign) but 
by Acquaintance with the Schools which the 
Hon. London Commiffibners have with pio^s 
•Zeai,.fet up and maintained among the fey^- 
ral-Tribesin thefe Parts, J amrtiuch .confir- 
med in fuclvSeiitirpents". Thefq.paitieslive 
amohgft, and are encompafled by the Englifi, 
■hc^ve long had good Preaching, and Ntfiubprs 
? pf jhsm appear to be truly. go<|ly.. . Yet fiioh 
is .th?.iavagfi Temper of many i their want r Of 
due Efieetn fpr ^Learning, and Oratituije io 
thei^rB^cfa^prSi and efpecially their want" of 
.Government, tliat their .School-Matters,* the/ 
fkilful and faithful Pyle n , ! qonftantly xromplain 
ihe^y, can't keep the jChfld/eji f in any Meafure 
co^am .at SclapoK ' ," ^^Cfelland. tjbe'School- 
M.4uer. at Moh^gqn, jias often- told "nic^.what 
un Waned .Pains he has taken Jby vifiting, aijd 
difcourfing widh their Parents, &c tp remedy 
th'i^Evil, and ..'after -air cjan't - acccWpIifli jr. 
ytfe C&.ifaref», ar£ fuiFeijed j,b : negteft'' i:h§ir,At- 
f tQtidanc3 oil *ihftrii$;i6n, and watte hiuch

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^Time, by which raeahs they don't leaf a ft 
.much in fcveral Years. as they might, arid d- 
..tbers do in one, who are taken out of the 
/each of theirParerits, and out.of the way of 
Jndian Examples, and are kept to School uri- 
.der good Government, and .cpnftant Inirjuo 
tion. I the rather ■menudri' this luftance, be- 
,caufe of the well-known .Fidelity and Skill of 
.that goo'd Gentleman, and becaufe that Tribe 
are, as much' civilized, and as many ,of them 
tCnnftiahized, as perhaps any Party of them 
- jfn this Government. And by. all 1 cay learn, 
it is no better in this refpedl with any -other. 
They are fo difaffeited towards a good and 
.neceflary Government, that as gentle an .ElC- 
;erc'ife of.it as may fee, and anfwer-theDefign 
of keeping up . Order ajid Regularity in any 
•Meafure among them, will .likely io difguft 
\ them as to render the Cafe worfe .rather than 
better. -Captain Martin Kelhg complain'd qf 
,EHis'as his great Difcbufagement in the School 
at Stdckpriage, rtcrtwithftariding he underftop4 
as, \y'eU as any Man the Difpofitian of Indians, 
;aqd had "the. Advantage of knowing their 
"language ^nd.Cuftoms, having been fo.Iortg 
,'a Captive among them, and was high in,thc.U" 
'Affection arid Eiteem ; yet he was obliged, to 
take .the'lChildren .home to WeathirsfieU with 
Ji'lbj, .quite away from. their Parents, before 
£i'e coiild exe,rcife,that Government which was 
heceTTarV.in, order, to their profiling at School. 
But as to molt Places, there "is nofuch thing 
at„prefcnt as introducing cittvet E«&U$i%<SwskV 
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Mailers or Miffionaries to continue with 
them j fuch are their Prejudices in general, 
and fuch the malevolent, and ungovernable 
Temper of fome, that none but an Indian 
Would dare venture his Life among them- 

And befides all this, they are To extremely 
poor, and depend fo much upon Hunting 
for a Livelihood, that they are in ho Capacity 
to fupport their Children at School, if their 
Difpofition for it were -ever fo good. 

Mr. Occom informed me by a Letter from 
the Ovetda Country laft Summer, and tjbc 
fame Account I had alfo from the young Man 
which I feht there, that the Indians were al- 
mofl: Aarved, having nothing to live upon 
but what they got by Fifhing, Fowling and 
Hunting, that he had no other Way to come 
at them, to preach to them, but by following 
them from Plaoe to Place in their Hunting. 
And though the Condition of all may riot be 
,$uite fo indigent as pf thefe, nor the "Condi- 
tion of tj^efe at all Times quite fo bad as it 
ivas then, ' yet it is well known that they uni- 
*verfaliy depend upon Roving and Hunting 
mainly for their Support ; and whoever lias 
•heard the constant Complaint of Mv$konaries f 
and theMatter of their Difcourageanenvor lias 
only read w hatthe Reverend Mem rs. Sergeant 
and D. Brainerd '.have wrote upon this Head, 
can'tcharge me with writing without fufficient^ 
Evidence, and good, Authority, if J had . Ht> 
$ther but theirs. * , 
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And what are a few Inftances, Vfheft 
Schocrls may pofftbly be maintained to fome 
good Pqrpofe, compared with thofe Tribes 
and Nations of them, where there are no 
Circumftances at prefent, but theif Mifery 
and Neceflity, to invite us fo much as to 
make the Trial. 

By the Bleffing of God on his lateMajefty'i 
Arms, theife is now, no doubt, a Door open- 
ed for a hundred Miffionaries ; and (unleft 
we can find fuch as can fpeak to them in 
their own Language ) for as many Interpret 
rers ;. and perhaps for ten Times that Number, 
provided we could find fuch as are fuitafble 
for the Bufinefs, and fuch as may be introdu- 
ced in a Way agreeable to the Savages, and 
fo as to avoid the bad Effefts of their Prejudi- 
ces againft the Englijh. But, 

9. Th ere are very few or no Interpreters, 
who are fuitable and well-accomplifhed for 
the Bufinefs, to be had* Mr. Occam found 
great Difficulty laft Year in his Miflion on this 
Account. And not only the Caufe, but his 
own Reputation fuffered much by the Uq- 
faithfulnefs of the Man he employed. 

I suppose the Interpreters now employed 
by the Hon. Commiffioners are the beft that 
are to be had at prefent. But how many 
Nations are there for whom there is no In- 
terpreter at all, except, it may be, fome ig- 
norant and perhaps vicious Perfon, who has 
been their Captive, and whom it is utterly 
unfafe to truft in Matters of fu<& eteTO&lCxR^ 
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icquencc. And haw fhall tliis Piffiqulty be 
remedied ? It feems it muft be by one of thefe 
two Ways, v\z. either their Chydrea mult 
come to us. or ours go to them. But who 
will venture their Children with them, unlets 
with fome of the civilized Parties, who hjave 
ghren the ftrongeft Teftimoniej& of th^jr 
priendfhip ? -If it be faid^ th?t all the Natives 
arc now at Peace with us : It may be, thejr 
Chiefs, and the Jbetter-temper'd Part.of,tfaei» 
are fo v But who docs not know that their 
Leagues a$d Covenants wit a us are little 
worth, and like to be fo till they become 
Christians I Aqd that the tender Mercies .of 
many of them are Cruelty ? Who is To unaqr 
quainted with the Hiftory o£ them, as not to 
know, there is Reafpn- tp thhjik,. there arc 
many among their la wlefs Herds, who would 
gladly embrace. an Opportunity to cpjnmjt a 
lecret Murder on {uchEngli/h Youth }— Even 
Mr. Occom, though ap Indian, c}id not think it 
fafe for him, being of another Tribe and 
Language^ and in ^fuch.Cpnne&ipns with the 
Englifhy to go among the numerous Tribe of 
the Seneca $ r where he hgd no Avenger of. his 
Blood for them to fear. , 

When, and as foon as the v Method ,prq- 
ppfed by the Rev'd MefT. Sergeant and, Brat- 
nerd, can be put into Execution, viz. .to haye 
Lands . appropriated to the Ufe of , inJ/xfn 
Schools, and. prudent fkitful Farmers,, pr 
Tradefmen, to lead.^nd inftrua: the Boys, 
and MiftreiTes to inftrud the Girls in fuch 

M&YHxfc&ures 



Manufadiures as are prof>ef for them, at cer- 
tain Hoars, as a Diverfion from their School 
Execcifes, and the Children taken quite "away 
from their Parents, and the pernicious Influ- 
ence of Indian Examples, there may be fom£ 
good Profpe6t of great Advantage by Schools 
&tttdng diem. 

Anp' muft it be efteemed a wild Imagina- 
tion, if It be ftippofed that well-inftru&ed, 
fober, religious Indians, may with fpecial Ad- 
vantage be employed as Matters and Miftrefleg 
♦in fuch Schools ,; anjcl that the Defign will be? 
.much, recommended. ; to the Indians thereby ; 
•and that there may be fpecial Advantage by 
:fuch, ferving als occafional Interpreters for 
Vifitors from different Nations from Time to 
-Time ; and they hereby receive the fulleft 
Convi&ion of the Sincerity of our Intentions, 
and be confirmed and eftablifhed in friendly 
Sentiments of us, and encouraged to fencj 
theif Children,&e. ? 

I am fully perfwaded from the Acquain- 
tance I have h?d with them, it will be found, 
whenever the Trial (ball be made, tt\be very 
.difficult' if ndt irftpoiffible, unlefc the Arm of 
>the Lord ihduW'be revealed in an eminent 
Manner, to cure them of fuch favage and 
fordid Pra6Hces, as:they have been inured tof 
from thei:r Mother's Womb, and form their 
Minds and Manners to proper Rules of Vir- 
tue, Decency and Humanity, while they .aw 
daily under the pernicious Influence of their 
Parents Example, and their many Vic& tcs&.d«t 
familiar thereby. T> v*A. 
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io. I have found by Experience, there 
may be a thorough and effectual Exercife of 
Government: in fuch a School, and as fevere 
as fhall be neceflary, without Oppofitioa 
from, or Offence taken by, any. And who 
does not know, that Evils fo obftinate as 
thofe we may reafonably expeft to find com- 
mon in the Children of Savages, will require 
that which is fevere ? Sure I am, they muft 
find fuch as have better Natures, or fomething 
more effectually done to fubdue their vicious 
Inclinations, than molt I have been concerns 
cd with, if it be not fo. And moreover, in 
fuch a School, there will be the beft Oppor- 
tunity to know who has fuch a Genius and 
Difpofition, as mod invite to bellow extraor- 
dinary Expence to fit them for fpecid Ufe- 
fulnefs. 

ii. We have the grcateft Security we can 
have, that when they are educated and fitted 
for it, they will be employed in that Bufinefs. 
There is no likelihood at all that they will, 
though ever fo well qualified, get into Bufi- 
nefs, either as School-Mafters or Miniflers, 
among the Englijh ; at kaft till the Credit of 
their Nations be raifed many Degrees above 
what it now is, and coniequently they can't 
be employed as will be honorable for therh, 
or in any Bufinefs they will be fit for, but a- 
mong their own Nation. And it may rea- 
fonably be fuppofedj their Compaffion towards 
their " Brethren according to the Flefh" will 
mo ft naturally incline thetn to* and determine 
'*• ■ . xhctn 
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tfieni upon fach an Employment as they were 
.fitted and defigned for. And befides all this, 
afaiindant Experience has taught us> that fuch 
a change of Diet, and manner of Living as 
Miflionaries mult generally come into, will 
not confill with the Health of many Engli/h- 
metu And they will be obliged on that Ac- 
count to leave the Service, though other wife 
well difpofed to it. Nor can this Difficulty 
be avoided at prcfent (certainly not without 
great Expence.) But there is no great Dan- 
ger or Difficulty in this Refped as to Indians, 
who wjU only return to what they wercufed 
to from their Mother's Womb. 

And there may alfo be admitted into this 
School, promiiing EngliJI) Youth of pregnant 
Parts, and who from the beft Principles, and 
by the beft Motives, are inclined to devote 
Jtheqifelves xo that Service ; and who will na- 
turally ewe for cheir State. 

, Divine Skill in Things fpiritual, ; pure and 
fervent Zeal for the Salvation of Souls, fla- 
tting Examples of Piety and Godlinefs, by 
which Pagans will form their firH: Notions of 
-Religion, rather than from aay Thing that 
feall be faid to them, are moft necefTary Qua- 
lifications in a Miffionary ; and promise more 
real Good than is to be expe&ed.from many 
Times the Number who have never * known 
the Terrors of the Lord," and have no expe- 
rimental, and therefore.no right {Underftaii- 
•ding of the Nature of Conversion and ; the Way 
HFberoin it is wrought. Such were nevjsr »un- 
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der the governing Influence of a real Senfe 
of the Truth, Reality i X3reatnefs and Jrapqr^ 
tance of ( eternai Things, and therefore w$l 
pot be likely to treat them Suitable to the Na- 
ture and eternal Gonfequences of them, fure- 
ly they will not naturally doit. And how fad 
are like to be the Confecjuences to thofc wfyo 
are watching to fee whether the PteacheV 
Jiimfelf doe? really believe the Things tyhich 
he fpeak$. 

In fuch a School their Studies may be di- 
rected with a fpecial View to the Defigh of 
their Miffion. Several Parts of Learning, 
which have no great Subferviency to it,, autcj 
Svhich w$ iconfume much Time, may be lefs 
purfued, and others moft neccflary made their 
chief Study. jAnd they may not only learn 
the Bagan Languages, but will naturally get 
an Undefftanding of their Tempers, and ma- 
ny of their Cuftoms, which muft needs be 
ufeful to Miffionaries. And inftead of a deli- 
cate Manner of Living, they may by Degrees, 
as their Health will bear, enure thetflfelves to 
fuch a Way of Living as will be mod conve- 
nient for them to conde into wheri on their 
Miffion. - 

An d if the one half of the Indian Boys thus 
educated (hall prove good and ufeful Men, 
there will be qoRe^fon to regret our Toil and 
Expence for the whole. And if God Ihftll 
deny his Bleffing pn our Endeavours, as. to 
the general Defign, it may be thefe particular 
yfouth may reap eternal Advantage by what 
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we do for tbettt j and if but one in tea docs 
fo, we (hall have no Gaufe to think much of 
the Expehce. And if $ Bleffing be denied to 
all, " we (hall notwithftanding be unto God 
a fweet Savour of Chrift in them that perUh*' 

At tek the Trial I made of this Nature 
fome Years ago, by the Afliftance of the 
Honourable Rondos Commiffionera, in 
l t he Education of Mr, Satnfon Octom r one 
■J6F jhe Mohegan Tribe, who ha? Xevensli 
Years lince been a ufeful School-Mafter ai*Jt 
juCcejfsful Treacher of thc'Gofpel to thejbdians 
£t Mvntauk on Long-I/land, where hie took the 
Place <?f the Rev. Mr. ilorton, Miffionary ; 
and w^s, under God, inftruraeritarto ctitfe 
;ttiem, irji a good Meafure, of the Wildndfe 
ithey had been ted into by fome Exhorters 
jfroqpt New-England, and in a Judgment of 
^Charley jwas .the Inftrurpent of faving Good 
£0 a Number of them. He was feveral Years 
&$9 prdained to the facred Miniftry by the Re- 
verend -Prefbytery of Suffolk County on faid 
Ifland ; and has dpne well^ To far as X have 
" jfreard, as iaMiffionary to the Oneida Nation, for 
£woYears paft. MayGod mercifully prefervc 
£iim, amidft loud Applaufcs, from falling into 
,the$hare and Condemnation ofjhe Devil !*rr 
I fay, after feeing the Succefs of this Attempt, 
J was.nptqre encouraged to hope that fuch a 
^Method might be very fuccefsful. 

WiTH.thefe Views of the Gafe, and frdta 
iiich Motives as have been mentioned, above 
jPight Yeafs ago I wrote to ite ^wvA, 
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John Brainerd, Miffionary in New-Jerfey % de- 
firing him to fend me two likely Boys for this 
PtJrpofc, of the Deleware Tribe : He accor- 
dingly fent me John Tumjkire in the 14th, 
and Jacob Woolley in the 1 ith Years of their 
Age ; they arrived hcreDecember i8tb. 1754* 
and behaved as well as could be reasonably 
. expected ; IPum/bire made uncommon Profi- 
ciency in Writing, They continued with 
me till they had made.confiderableProgrel? 
in the Latin and Greek Tongues ; when 
Tumfiire began to decline, and by the Ad- 
vice of Phyficians, I fent him back to his 
Friends, with Orders, if his Health would 
allow it, to return with two more of that 
.'Nation, whom Mr. Brainerd had at my De- 
foe provided for me. T umpire fet out on 
his Journey, November 14th. 1756. and got 
Uome, but foon died. And on April 9th. 
1757, Jofeph Woolley and Rezekiah Calvin 
came on the Horfe which Turn/hire rode. 

Th e Decline and Death of thisYouth was 
an iofkudtive Scene to me, and convinced 
me more fully of the Neceflity of ipecial Care 
refpe&ing theirDiet ; and that more Exercife 
was neceflary for them, efpecially at their 
firft coming to a full Table, and wit;h fo keen 
an Appetite, than was ordinarily neceflary for 
EnzliQi Youth- And with the Exercife of 
fuch Care, as one who underftands the Cafe, 
and is willing to take the Trouble of it, may 
. *ufe, I am perfuaded there is no more Danger 
<pf their Studies being fatal to them, than, to 

ohjt 
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our own Children. There have been fereral 
long Fits of Sicknefs of one a&d another ift 
this School, with a nervous Fefter,Pleurifieft 
•Dyfenterys, &c. but. perhaps nofr more thaqi 
have been amoaig fo large a Number of comr 
xnon labouring People in folpug a Time* . 

Sometime after thofe Boys came, fjhe 
Affair appearing with an agreeable Afpt&j jc 
being then a Time of profound Peace in thi* 
Country* J rfcprefented the Affair to Colonel 
Eli/ha Williams, Efq; late Reftor of Tal^CpU 
lege, and to theRev'd Mef& 1 rs Samuel Mofeley . 
:of fFindhami^hA BenjaminTomeroy of Hebron, 
and invited them to join me ; they readily 
accepted -the Invitation ; and a Gentleman 
learned in the Law fuppofed there might be 
fucb an Incorporation among ourfelves as 
-might fully, anfwer our Purpofe. And Mr. 
Jqfhua Mwr 9 Jate of Mansfield, deceafed, ap-. 
peared to give a fmall Tenement in this Place, 
for the Foundation, Ufe and Support of a 
Charity-School, for the Education of Indian 
Youth, &c. But it pleafed God to take thp 
-good Colonel from an unthankful World fooji 
after the Covenant was made and executecj, 
and thus deprived us of theBenefit of hisfingq- 
lar Learning, Piety and Zeal in the Affair. 
Notwithftanding,aSubfcription wasfoon madje 
of near £.500 lawful Money, towards a Fund 
for the Support of it at 6 per Cent. But fq- 
veral Gentlemen of the Law 5 doubting of the 
Validity and .Sufficiency of fuch an Incorpd- 
. ration ; f<?vsral Steps were taken to obtain 
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the Royal favour of a Chart**, but n66e e& 
Ib&uak The War foon commenced, and 
(he Reports froto Day to Day of the Ravages 
tfiade, and Inhumanities and Butcheries coib* 
mitt^d by the Savages on all Quarters, raited 
in the fineafts of great Numbers, a Temper &> 
Warn), and fo contrary to Charity, that I 
Jfeldom thought it prudentfo much as to men- 
tion the Affair. Many advifed me to drop 
k, but it appeared to others ib probable fo 
be the tery Method which God would own, 
that I thought better to fcrabble along with 
it, as well as I coald, till divine Providence 
fhotfld change the Scene. • :; 

The Profpedte, not\vithftandinig out out* 
*ward Troubles, feefned to - be increaHngi: 
Such was the orderly and good -Behaviour of 
the Boys, through the Blofling of<3od on fa>- 
■ftruftion and Difcipline, that Enemies could 
find -hot little or nothing that was true 
wherewith they might reproach the Defigri.; 
•and thofe whofe Sentiments were friendly, 
^bferved with Pleafure the good EfFedts of 
l phv Endeavours : And *he Liberalities, cfpe- 
teSally of Gentlemen of Chara&er, encouraged 
"ilie more and mo^e'to'believcitvo beiof-God, 
and that he defigned to fucceed and prbfper 
it, to the Glory of his own great Name ; and 
'that I ought in Compliance with fuch Inti- 
mations of Providence from Time to Time, 
: p^oportionably to increafe the Number. 

:I hate had two upon my Hands finee 
't>ertinber >i$tb. 1754, and Four ftnee Jtfril, 

V757. 
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1757^ and Five (ince ^r/7 1 759, Und Seven 
lince November y 1760. and Eleven (ince 
j4ugujl 1 ft. 1761, and r after this Manner they 
h»ve encreafed as I could obtain thofe who 
appeared promifing. And for fome Time I 
have had Twenty-five devoted to School as; 
conftantly as their Health will allow, and 
they have all along been fo, excepting that 
in an extraordinary Croud of Bufinefs, I hare 
Sometimes required their Afliftance. But 
there is no great Advantage, excepting to 
themfelves, to be expe&ed from their Labour, 
nor enough to compenfate the Trouble of 
inftru&ing them in it, and the ^Repair of the 
Mifchiefs they will do, while they are igno- 
rant of all the Affairs of Hu(bandry, and the 
Ufe of Tools. The principal Advantage I 
have ever had in this Refpedt has been by 
David Fooler and Jofepb Woolley^ and more 
by David than all the reft : Thefe Lads will 
likely make good Farmers, if they fhould 
ever have the Advantage of Experience in it. 
Thre e of this Number are Engliflj Youth, 
one of which is gone for a Time to New* 
Jerfey College, for the fake of better Advan* 
tage for fomeParts of Learning: He has made 
fome Proficiency in the Mohawk Tongue : 
The other two are fitting for the Bufinefs of 
Miflionaries. One of the Indian Lads is Jacob 
Woolley\ who is now in his 'laft Year $t New- . 
Jerfey College, and is a good Scholar ; he is 
"here by the Leave and Order of thePrefident, 
defigning to get fome Acquaintance • vrisk^ta^ 
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Mohawk Tongue. Two others are fent here 
by the Rev. Mr.Brainerd, and are defigned for 
Trades ; the one for a Blackfmith ( a Trade 
much wanted among the Indians ) and is to 
go to his Apprenticefhip as foon as a good 
Place is ready for him ; the other is de- 
figned for a Carpenter and Joiner, and is to 
go to an Apprenticefhip as foon as he has 
learned to read and write. Another of the 
Indians is Son to the Sachem at Mohegan, and 
is Heir-aparent ; he is fomewhat infirm as to 
his bodily Health : For his Support laft Year 
I have charged nothing more than ioL* law- 
ful Money, granted by the Hon. London Com- 
miffioners. Several of my Scholars are con- 
siderably well accomplifhed for School-MaA 
ters, and 7 or 8 will likely be well fitted for 
Interpreters in a few Years more. And four 
"of this Number are Girls, whom I have hired 
Women in this Neighbourhood to inftruft in 
all the Arts of good Houfewifery, they atten- 
ding the School one Day in a Week to be in- 
ftratfed in writing, &c. till they fhall be fit 
for an Apprenticefhip, to be taught to make 
Men's and Women's Apparel, 8cc. in order 
to accompany thefcBoys, when they fhall 
have Occafion for fuch Afliftance in the Bu- 
linefs of their Miffion. * And fix of them

• are Mohawks, obtained purfuant* and accor- 
ding to the Direction of the Honorable Ge- 
neral AiTeinbly.of the Province of the Maffa- 
chufetts-Bajt and are learning to fpeak, write, 
and read Englifh : And the nioft of them 
make good Proficiency therein. 

I have, by the good Providence of God, 
been favoured with religious, faithful and 
learned Matters, in .general, from the firft fet- 
Xing up of this School, at the Ex pence of a- 
bput ^. 56 lawful Money per Annum, i. e. 
£. 3 per Month,. with their Board, and all 
.Accommodations, and a Horfe kept or pro- 
yidcd,when needed ; which I fuppofe can't 
be efteeraed lels than the Sum which I men-

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the Expence for Tuition will likely be faved 
for fome Time, by theGenerofity of a young 
Gentleman, who propofes to keep it gratis a 
few Months. 

The Method of conducing this School 
has been, and is defigned to be after this Man- - 
ner, viz. they are obliged to be clean, and 
decently dreffed, and be ready to attend 
Prayers, before Sun-rife in the Fall and Win- 
ter, and at 6 o'clock in the Summer. APor- 
tion of Scripture is read by feveral of the Se- 
niors of them : And thofe who are able an- 
fwer a Queftion in xhtAJJemblj 'sCatechi/m&nd 
have fome Queftions afked them upon it, and | 
anAnfwer expounded to them* After Prayeirs, 
and a fhort Time for their Diversion, the 
School begins with Prayer about 9, and ends 
at 12, and again at 2, and ends at 5 o' Clock 
with Prayer. Evening Prayer is attended be- 
fore the Day-light is gone. Afterwards they 
apply to their Studies, &c. They attend the 
publick Worfhip, aud have a Pew devoted 
to . their Ufa in the Houfe of God. .On 
Lord's-Day Morning, between and after the 
Meetings, the Mafter, or fome one whom 
they will fubmit to, is with them, infpe&s 
their Behaviour, hears them read, catechifes 
them, difcourfes to them, &c. And once or 
twice a Week they hear a Difcourfe calcula- 
ted to their Capacities upon the txioft impor- 
tant and interefting Subjects. An4 in gene- 
ral they are orderly and governable : They 
appear to be '. ?s perfectly e^(y and contented 
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with their Situation and Employment as any 
at a Father's Houfe. I fcarcely hear a Word 
of their going Home, fo much as for a Vifi^ 
for Years together, except it be when they 
firftcprne. 

And the Succefs of Endeavours hitherto, 
the general Approbation of great and good 
Men, and the Teftimohies many have given 
of it, by their feafonable Liberality towards 
it's Support, have feeraed to me fiich evident 
Tokens of a Divine Hand in Favour of it, 
and fo plain Intimations of the Divine Will 
concerning it, that I have, as I laid before, 
thought it Duty, notwithstanding all Dis- 
couragements, to purfue the Defign, ttnd en- 
deavour to keep Pace with the 1 Providence* 
of God in Favour of it as to their Number j 
and truftin Him, ft whofe the Earth is T and 
the Fulnefs thereof, " for further Supplies. 
And I have hoped this would be efteemed 
fUfHcient to clear me of the Imputation of . 
Prefumption and Rafhhefs in 'rifquing my 
owh private Intereft, as I have done. 

The Honourable Loni>on Commiflioneri 
hearing of the Defign, enquired into it, and 
encouraged it by ah Allowance of 12I. law*- 
ftil Money, by their Vote November 12. 175,6. 
And again in the Year 1758 they allowed me 
20 L— -and in November 4th, 1760, granted 
me an annual Allowance of 20 1. for my A£ 
fiftance— and in OBober $th, 1 76 1 , they gran- ; 
ted me 12I. towards the Support of Ifutafi 
XJncaiy Son of the Sachem q{ MokejLav^ *&^ 
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iol. more for his Support the following Year, 
In Oftober 1756* I received a Legacy of fifty- 
nine Dollars of Mrs. Ann Bingham oil Windham* 
In July 1 76 1, 1 received a generous Donation 
of Fifty Pounds Sterling from the Right Hon. 
Wi l l 1 a M, Marquis of Lothian. And in Nov. 
1761,* Donation of 25 1. Sterl. from Mr. Har- 
dy of London — and in May 1762, a fecond Do- 
nation of 50 1. Sterl. from that mod Honorable 
and noble Lord, the Marquis of Lothian ; ( and 
at the fame Time 20 1. Sterl. from Mr. Samuel 
Savage, Merchant in London : And a Colledion 
of Ten Guineas from the Rev. Dr. A. Giffords 
in London : And 10L Sterl. more from a La- 
dy in London, unknown, which is /till in the 
Hands of a Friend, and to be remitted with 
ibme additional Advantage, and to be accoun- 
ted for when received. And alfo for 7 Years 
paft I have, one Year with another, received 
about nl. lawful Money Annually, Interefl: 
of Subfcriptions. And in my Journey to 
^Pcrtjrncuth laft June, I received in private Do- 
nations 661. 17 s. 7d. 1 -4th. lawful Money. 
I alfo received for the Ufe of this School, a 
6ell of about 80 lb. weight, frorn a Gentleman 
in London* In November 1761, the Great and 
General Court or Aflembly of the Province of 
Majfachufetts-Bay, voted, That I fhould be al- 
lowed to take under my Care fix Children of 
the Six Nations } for Education, Clothing and 
Boarding, and be allowed for that Purpofe, 
for each of faid Children, 12I. per Annum for 
one Year, which Boys I have obtained, and 
they have been for XbmeTuaxe \w xScfeSdaoaC, 
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The Honourable Scotch Commiffioners 
in and near Bofton % underftandihg and appro- 
ving of the Deiign of fending for Indian Chil- 
dren of remote Tribes, to be educated here, 
were the firft Body, or Society, who have 
led the Way in making an Attempt for that 
Purpofe. Which becaufe of the Newnefs and 
remarkable Succefs of it, and becaufe it may 
encourage fuch a Defign in time to come, I 
fuppofe it may not be difagreeable, if I am a 
little particular in my Account of it : While 
I was in Bofton they pafled a Vote to this pur- 
pofe, May 7, 1761, " That the Reverend Mr* 
Wheelock of Lebanon be defired, to fit out Da- 
vid Fowhri an Indian Youth, to accompany 
Mr. Samp/on Occom, going on a Miflion to the 
Oneidas, that faid David be fuppbrted on faid 
Miffion for a Term not exceeding 4 Months ; 
and that he endeavour on his Return to bring 
with him a Number of Indian Boys, not ex- 
ceeding three, to be put under Mr. Wheeloctit 
Care and Inftru6lion, and that 20 1. be put 
into Mr. Wbeelock's Hands to carry this De- 
iign into Execution ; and that when faid Sura 
lhall be expended, he advife the Treafurer of 
it, and fend his Accounts for Allowance. " ' 

Pursuant to this Vote I cloathed and fur- 
nifhed laid David with Horfe and Money, for 
his long Tour into the Wildernefs, which he 
fet out- on June 10th, in Company with Mr. 
Occotn, by^the Way oV New-York ; in which 
Journey he rode above a thoufand Miles, and 
by the Advice* Direction ao4 A&0^^4 
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Sir Willpam Johnson, obtained three Boys 
of the Mohawk Nation* who were willing to 
leave their' Friends and Country, and Come a- 
mong Strangers of another Language, and 
quite another Manner of Living, and where, 
perhaps, no one of their Nation then living 
had ever been ; and among a People of whom 
their Nation have been of a long; Time incli- 
ned to entertain Jealousies. Their Names 
were Jo/epb, Negjes r and Center. They ar- 
rived here Augujl rft, 1761,, but had fo much 
Caution in the extraordinary Enterprize, that 
they brought each tff them an Horfe from 
their own Country. Two of then* Were but 
little better than naked, and 1 could not 4p6ak 
a Word of Englifh. The other being of a Fa- 
mily of Diftinflion among them, was confi- 
derably cloathed, JW/0/f-fafhion> and could 
fpeak a few Words of Englijb. Thfcy Jet me 
know, as foon as I could understand them, 
that Sir Wm. Johnson had told them they 
(hould return and vifit their Friends in the 
Fall of the Year. I tbek fpeedy Care to 
clednfe and cloatfa them. They many Ways 
difeoveredfome Jealouiies refpe&ing the De- 
fign of their coming ; but by Acquaintance 
and Freedom with other- Indian r- in the School, 
and by con ft^nt Care for them and Kihdnefs 
to them* thofe Jealoufies feemed in a little 
Time to wear away, and they appeared to 
feeliancl jenjoy theollelves as though they hard 
been at home in a Father's Houfe. Daily 
Caro was exetcifed. for them, and particular

Caution that they might in no Inftance appear 
to be, thro' Difrefpeft, diftinguifhed from any 
in the School. Such DiftinClion, or any thing, 
which they, apprehend to be fo, I find will 
3t once occafion Jealoufies and Difafletfion- 
And this feems to be agreeable to a fettled 
Principle among themfelves, (according to* 
which they are wont to treat their Captiyes) * 
viz. that thofe who take the Patronage pfj 
Children, not their own, fhall treat them- ift 
all refpedts as their own. . , •.■..■."* 
Centers. Cpuntenance, as I thoughf when, 
he catpe»difcovered that'he was i^ot inlJ^qUfa,. 
My Suspicions increafed, and the IlTuc pro-, 
ved they were, not groundlcfs. He conti- 
nued with me till the Fall, when the Phy- 
ficjan I employed advifed me, that his* 
Difor,ders threatned his Life, and prevailed 
to fuch a Degree that he looked upou : 
him to be incurable, and that he judged- 
it beft to fend him back to his Friends, and* 
that foon, or it would be too late to fend him* 
at all • and. according to this Advice I fentj 
him away with ISfegyes, having furnifticd thenar 
with Money For their Journey into the Mo- 
hawk Country, on the 23d Day of QBpbeir., 
Jofeph tarried longer to accompany young, 
Kitflaiui; who -was learning the Mohawk Lan-n 
guage of him, and whom I Cent into that 
Country to obtain. fix Boys of thofe Nations, 
to partake of the Benefit of Sir Peter War- 
ren's Legacy, according to the Inftrudions 
qjLtUe General AfTembly of the Province o£ 
Majfacbufctts-Bay. before u\euuows£u 
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Center reached home, but died foon after* 
Negv&, I hear, was captivated by a youDg, 
Female and married. Mr. Kirtlatid and Jofeph 
Jet out for the Mohawk Country November 4tb> 
and returned November 27th, and brought 
two Mohawk Lads with them, viz. Mo/es and 
Johannes, by whom Sir Wm. Johnson in- 
formed roe that he expc&ed to be able to fend 
the Reft when they came in from hunting, 
I informed the Hon. Commiflioners bf the: 
State of the Cafe, and by a Letter from the 
Reverend Dr. Ghauncy, Chairman of their 
Committee, rn the Name of th6 reft, was de- 
iired to ; let them havein their Pay and under 
their Direction thefe two who came laft with 
Jofepb, which I confenterf to, provided they 
would remit the neceflary Charges which 1 
had been at in procuring and cloathing them r 
and give me as I afterwards charged them 
for their Support and Tuition, upon which 
Conditions they took them. I immediately 
lent to Sir Wm. Johnson for other fix to par- 
take of Sir PetkrWarren's Legacy. Thefe 
three, viz. Jo/eph, Mojh and Johannes, conti- 
nued 1 with me m the Pay of theCotamiflloncrs 
till May 27, 1762, when I offered faid Com- 
mittee my Aecompt, the whole Amount of 
Tffhich,, that is, for cloathing and furnifhing 
Dhvid with Horfe and Money for his Support 
in his long Journey of feveral Months, the 
Expence of the Boy's Journey home above 
200 Miles. The Expence of Kirtlanets Jour- 
ney (excepting his Horfe) into that Country 
to bring down Mo/es and Johannes. The 
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paft wring the Horfes of the firfl: three the time 
they continued here, in a dry and difficult Sea- 
ion ; the cloathing all five, and repairing their 
Cloathing the whale Time they tarried ; the 
Boarding and Schooling them, finding Wait- 
ing, Lodging, JFirewood, Candles* Books, Pa- 
per, &c. S fay, the^Aoaount of the Expence 
ibr the Five and in the whole Aflairfor near 
twdve Months, Errors excepted, was but jufl: 
58 1. 17s. yd. i-4th. Sterling. But in this Ao- 
compt I charged nothing for feveral e^penfive 
jjouraeysjn this Government, taken by my- 
self, and a&otlaer preparatory and neceflary tp 
the Defign of David's Miffion, nor for any 
tabour, Care or Pains of my own therein 
from firfl: to laft — For their Board, Wafiaing 
and Lodging but 5 s. per Week ; the loweft 
common Price jn thefe Parts was &&. L. M. 
What Cloathing, & c. they had of me, 3 char- 
ged jat ? f he lo,weft Ca(h-price, and what I got 
fofftherp of QurTTra^ers, Shoemakers, Taylors, 
*&c.l charged #u ft as they .charged me,without 
any Advance in one Jnftance. I charged no- 
thing for extraordinary Trouble and Care for 
'Center, i%\ >his .declining State ; nor did the . 
f*hyfiei&n .charge for what he did for him. 
And there were other Provifions made.to pre- 
vent "Expence of Money in their Journeyings 
more than is common, for which there was 
nothing charged, by all which the Aecorapt 
was fotnewhat lefs than it would otherwifjj % 
have been — -^But then on the other Hand *t 
may be confidered, 
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i. That Proyifions of all Sorts were then, 
and flill are, at an higher Price than ever ber 
fore in thefe Parts, occasioned by the preceedr 
ing Wars and extreme Drought. When they 
are reduced to their ufual Price, the Expence 
of educating Indian Youth will be much Jefs. 

2.' Th e Circumftances of this Undertaking 
were extraordinary, and the neceflary E*r 
peaces of it were confequently fo, and fuch 
as there may never be fuch Occafion for agajn. 
This was the opening a Door which pever 
had been opened for fuch a Purpofe \o thefe 
Nations ; and it was thought by many. who 
knew their great Fondnefs for their Children, 
that it could not be foon accomplifhed,' i. e. 
to make either Parents or Children willing to 
comply with an Invitation to come ftijch a va(V 
Length, and under fuch Circumftances as have 
been nlentioned. But the Report of David 
confirmed by the Boys on their Returji, has 
given fuch Conviction of the Sincerity and 
Kindnefs of our Intentions towards them, as 
has removed all Objections. And nothing 
more is now neceflary to our obtaining as 
many well-chofen Boys and Girls as we pleafe, 
but to employ fome faithfulMiffionary among 
them for that Purpofe. 

I have been the more particular in this 
Account, becaufe I would remove the un- 
reafonable Prejudices raifed againft this Me- 
thod, by partial and pnfair Accounts, arici 
a Cry of enormous JSxpences, 8cc. Afl 4 d to let 
the World know there is noil&vg uv \t worthy 
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to be obje&ed by one who is in earneft to 
#ccQtnplifh. this great arid important Defign. 

What I have done for this School fince 
Its Beginning, . in many .expenfiv? Journies ; 
( for none of ^hich have I ever charged any 
Thing "at all )*; in conftant Care for their 
Healtty, hi Endeavours to cure their favage 
pifpofition, and form their Minds and Man- 
ners to right Rules of Virtue and Religion, in 
^extraordinary Care and Trouble for feveral of 
them iri Sicknefs, in Expences by Company, 
not only of EngUJh but Indians at my Houfe, 
occafioned. thereby ; and incidental Charges '* 
in manylnftances, none are able juftly to cfti- 
mate* or likely fo much as to think of many 
.of them, but one who is intimately acquain- * 
ted with the Bufinefs : In Confideration for * 
which I have had the Afllftance of feveral of 
them a few Times in an extraordinary Croud 
of Bufinefs ; and of late fome Advantage by 
the School to two of tny own Children. "' 
Which Reward I fuppofe impartial Judges 
will not think to bear a very confiderablePro- 
portion to thefe Expences which are not' 
charged, and which in my Judgment is not 
the one Tenth Part of them. ; 

Ma. Mood's Grant contains about two 
Acres of Pafturing, a fmall Houfe and Shop ; 
for {he Ufe of which from the- firft I have 
received about £. 4 la wful Moaey, clear of 
the Charge of Repairing,, which is not equal 
to theMoney I have paid to Phyficians which 
is riot charged. ". , \ : 
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I HATEprofefled to have no View t* 
making an Eftate by this Affair : What the 
Singlenefs and Uprightnefs of my Heart has 
been before GOD^ he knows ; and alfo how 
greatly I ftand in need of Ms Pardon. 

My Accompt with the School has been 
charged ^fter the following Manner, viz. 
For the whole Expence ofCloathing, Board- 
ing and Tutoring the Soys from December 
1 8th. 1754, to Nowmber 2<>th. 1760. at the 
Rate of £. 1 6 lawful Money per Annum, for 
each ; but when their Number was fo increa- 
TeH I found it neceflary to come nearer to 
the true Value of it, and have fince ufed 
greater Exaitnefs ; but have never charged 
higher than at the loweft Money Price for 
what they have had of me, and for what J 
have bought for them of our Traders, Shoe- 
makers, Taylors, &c. I have charged juft 
what I have given, and no more. I have 
charged for their Tuition, as for EngljfoSfb&- 
4ars, i. e. for Latin Schdlars, and rfuch -?s 
were favage and needed much Care and In- 
ftrudtion, at 2/. L.Mr perWeeii, or £. 4 10/I 
-per Annum.; and for others proportionably. 
The whole School, one Year with another, 
has not quite cleared my Expence for the 
Matter. JLaft Year it did a little more ; and 
iince the 27th of May laft, it has over-done 
*rty Expence for the Matter 15 f. 8 d. befides 
the Tuition of theGirls. I have charged for 
the G/;4s' : but*4</. per Week, i. e. for one 
£>ay'$ Schooling and Dinner ; 9ittd\S\G vjYvcfe 
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Expence for their Education will be butlktfe' 
more than their Cloathing. 

Th e total Amounr ofall myDifburfements 
in this whole Affair* for near Eight Years> 
that is, fince December 18. 1754, to November 
27. 1762, charged in the Manner, and after, 
the Rate before-mentioned, is, (Errors excep- 
ted ) £. 566 if. 5^. Sterling. — And the total* 
Amount ofall the Donations before- mention- 
ed, together with fmaller ones, which I fup- 
pofe needlefs to mention particularly, recei- 
ved within the laid Term* is, (Errors excepted) 
£. 509 if. $d. Sterling, 

And as this School was (et up when there^ 
was rio Scheme devifed, or Plan laid, which 
this could be in Oppofition to ; fo it is not 
continued 'in Oppofition to any other Mea- 
fures which are propofecj or purfued by others. 

And, . bfeffed be GOI) that he h^s/put it 
iixto the Heart* of a Number of "Gentler^p^ 
of' Ability in and near Boston, to cbMribiite^ 
fb liberally towards the Furtherance of thd* 
general DeUgri. And is it not ^ Pity that* 
Chriftians" of alt Denominations fhould not 
unite their tit mpft Endeavours for thcAccanir,' 
plifhment of it; and efpecially now while 
the Door is v fo widely opened, (or it ? And* 
what af*ity is' it that any Time fhould be loft?" 
And how exceeding mean, and infinitely be-., 
neath thofe nbble Sentiments,, and that genp- 
ro'us Love to .the Souls of Men, and to qur " 
King and Country, which true Religion in- 
fpires, will it be to fall into Parties • and on" 
Account, of differing Opinions ref^e<^v\\^x^4 
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mod probable Methods for acjcomplifhing it\€ 
End, to obftruft and hinder one another 
therein ? There is enough for all to do ; and 
the Affair is of fo great Importance, that it 
calls for the Trial of every Method that has 
the leaft Probability, of Succefs ; and different 
Methods may greatly fubfcrve and afEft one 
smother. 

We can none of us. boa ft fuch Perfection 
of Underftanding and Skill in the Affair as to 
fet up fafely for Infallibility. Many Attempts 
have been made by wife and good I\len; and 
the IfTuc has taught them their Want of that 
Knowledge which is got by Experience ; and 
that their piousLabour and Expence hacf been" 
in a great Meafure loft for wapt of it. 

And I would take this Opportunity to.ex- 
prefs my Gratitude fpfc thofe generous Bene- 
faftioiW \vhereby this. Infant IiYftiturion; has 
b^eh, hitherto fuppprted j and I hope through 
theffiemngof GOD upon our ourEndeavou'rs,. 
thbfe pious Benefactors will, have Occafion " 
for the ihoft eafy and comfqrtable Reflexions;
